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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

This communication is responsive to the After Final response filed September 22, 
2005. Claims 1 -1 9 are now presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-19, after further consideration and search, are allowed over the prior 
art. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art teaches providing a graphical user interface (30) with an initial 
configuration of the graphical user interface for use by a user (see abstract); and 
configuring a subsection (of device 56) of the graphical user interface, where the 
subsection configuration of the GUI is to allow the user to reconfigure the shape of the 
subsection during use by the user. See Torres' col. 2 t lines 39-45, and col. 9, lines 15- 
35. It is typical in the art to provide a graphical user interface that is used to control an 
application program, i.e., an audio program by directing the audio program on whether 
to play, fast forward, change tracks, etc... (see page 1 of the specification). However, 
the prior art fail to teach the underlying features of the claimed invention, namely, 
providing a control accessible by a user to independently reconfigure the shape of the 
subsection [or the remainder] of a GUI in a plurality of user desired configurations in 
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response to operation of the control by the user without supplying an input to the 
application program controlled by the graphical user interface and without altering the 
function of the graphical user interface. As a result, claims 1 -1 9 of the instant 
application are allowed over the prior art.
